‘The defendant was convicted of an as- 
sault with intent to commit murder.

The main points relied on by the detend- 
aut seems to be that the police court of the 
City of Los Angeles, before the judge of 
which his preliminary examination was 
had, and by whose order he was committed 
for trial before the Superior Court of Los An- 
goles county, was not a legal court, that the 
judge thereof was not authorized by the 
Constitution of the State to perform any 
of the functions whatever as a committing 
or other magistrate. 

The defendant made a motion in due 
time that the information be set aside upon 
We ground that before the filing thereof be 
had not legally been commi by a magis- 
trate under section 995 of the Penal Code.

lu support of his contention, the defend- 
ant deciares that the provisions of the char- 
ter of the city of Los Angeles, under and by 
virtue of which L. Stanton, the Police 

udge, who sat as committing magistrate in 
his dase, and claims to exercise the func- 
tions of a magistrate, are in violation of 
article 4, section 1, of the State Constitu- 
. tion. hat the joint resolution, under 
which the charter was adopted by the Legis- 
lature as a whole, to be found in acts 1889, 
o 512, was without force and effect, so 
far as it concerned the establishment of a 
police court in said city. 

That resolution, omitting the preamble 
and charter, which precedes it. reads as tol- 
‘lows: “Resolved by the Senate of the 
State of California, the Assembiy thereof 
concurring (a majority of all the members 
elected to each house voting for and con- 
curring therein), that said charter be, and 
the same is, hereby approved as a whole

as a proper legislative method of 
@nacting a law which would establish a 
legal inferior court, such as article 6, sec- 
tion 1, of the State Constitution warrants? 

That section of the above-named article 
reads thus: “The judicial power of the 

State shali be vested in the Senate, sitting 
& court of impeach ipnad 


ace and such luer! 

islatare may establish in any in 

city or town, or city and county.” 

It is conceded by the appellant that 

the Supreme Court of California in Brooks 

vs. Fisher (21 Pacific Reports, 652,) has 

beld that the charter above referred to was 

legaliy adop and valid in most of its 

provisions, but that as to the particular pro- 

visions which brings into existence a 
lice court, and invests it with the ae 

-tlons of a committing magistrate, that 

has been no adjudication of an eee: 

Section 13 of article 6 of the State Con- 
stitution is: The Legislature shall fix by 
law the jurisdiction of any inferior courts 
which ay be established in pursuance of 
section 1 of this article, and shall fix by law 
the powers, duties, and responsibilities of 
the judges thereof.“ 

It seems clear from the language ed in 
these constitutional provisions that it was 
- the intention of those who framed that in- 
strument, in establishing inferior courts, 
such as the one under consideration, to de- 
clare that it must be done by the p of 
an act of the Legislature, and its approval 
by the Governor, or upon his veto thereof, 
must be passed again by two-thirds of the 
members of each house voting therefor, 
and must become a law in the same man- 
ner as any other law is to be enacted under 
sections 15 and 16, article 4, of the Con- 
stitution. And this method of procedure 
must prevail in all cases, unless a different 
rule is established, pertaining to the bring- 
ing into existence of inferior courts, under 
provisions of charters, such as that of Los 
Angeles. 

This difference can only exist, if it be 
authorized at all, by the sixteenth amend- 
ment to the State Constitution, amending 
the eighth section of article 2 of the Con- 
982 to be found in laws of 1887, pp. 88, 

and 90, 


The opinion then quotes from the 
amendment allowing cities containing 
a population of more than ten thou- 
sand and not more than one hundred 
thousand inhabitants to frame a 
charter by a board of freeholders, and 
continues: 


Does this amendment to the Constitution 
of 1879, as to such courts as the one in 
hand, which the Los Angeles charter seeks 
to establish, supersede the provisions of 
the Constitution which were existent at 
the time of its ratification, and which we 
have heretofore cited? If not, then the 
establishment of the Police Court, the 
Judge of which acted as an examining 
magistrate tn this case, was without due 
form of law, and the court thus attempted 

to be established does not exist, its acts are 

vold and the defendant was not legally 
committed by a magistrate. 
We do not think in so important a matter 

as this, viz.: the changing of the form by 
which Inferior courts shall be established 
by law, in cities of the class to which Los 
Angeles belongs, that the sixteenth amend- 
ment supra should be held to have 80 far- 
reaching an effect, and that in this way the 
important provisions of the Constitution,

which before its passage existed, should be 


_held to be struck dead. 
f#Again the amendent declares that If such 
charter is “approved by a majesty vote of 
the members elected to e ouse it shall 
become the charter of such city, and the 
organic law thereof, and shall supersede 
any existing charter, and any amendments 
_ thereof, and all special laws inconsistent 
with such charter.” Thus the idea kept 
constantly in view is that the charter must 
be consistent with and subject to the existe 
ing Constitution and all general laws, but 
that any preceding charter or amendment or 
special laws inconsisteut with the charter 
are to be superseded by the approval of the 
Legislature alone. 
In other words, the force and effect of the 
sixteenth amendment supra, as apolled to 
charters of cities containing over ten and 
under one hundred thousand inhabitants is 
this: That such charters may be framed in 
the manner prescribed by the amend- 
ment, and, if ratified by the majority 
of the qualified voters of the city 
to which it is to apply, shall be submitted 
to the Legislature for its approval or rejec- 
tion as a whole, without power of alteration 
or amendment, and if approved: by a ma- 
jority vote of the members elected to each

It follows, 
therefore, as it seems to us, that the Police 
Judge of Los Angeles had no jurisdiction 
or authority as an examining and commit- 
ing magistrate, and that there was no au- 
thority of law for filing the information 
against the defendant. And therefore his 
motion to set aside the information should 
have been granted. We therefore advise 
that the judgment and order be reversed.

The Court: For the reasons given in the 
toregoing opinion the judgment and order 
are reversed. 

Justice Paterson concurred in the 
foregoing opinion, and Justice Fox dis- 
sented, both giving their reasons. Jus- 
tice Fox held that the magistrate who 
presided at the examination was pre- 
siding as ade jure court of competent 
jurisdiction, and was himself the de 
facto judge thereof, and that his acts 
and judgments us such are as valid 
and binding as to third persons as 
though he held the office by strict law.

A MONTH'S WEATHER. 


Report of the Signal Service for 
| January, 

San Francisco, Feb. ‘3,—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The weather summary for 
January was issued today by the Signal 
Service Office here. The report says: The 
rainfall for the month was in excess of the 
average January rainfall in all districts, 
and added to the heavy rains of October 
and December, makes the season’s. rainfall 
over the greater portion of California from 


two to three times the normal 
amount. in fell in the southern 
part of the State on nine days 


during the month, and in the northern part 
on 20 days. At all stations the mean tem- 
perature for the month was lower than 
usual, the greatest departures trom the 
norm il occurring over Nevada and Eastern 
Oregon, and the least in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. *-Mean temperatures at selected 
Stations were: Spokane Falla, Wash., 18°; 
Portland, 32“; Sacramento, 43°; San Fran- 
cisco, 46°; Fresno, 42°; San Diego, 51“.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.— By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Tue Supreme Court of the 
United States today rendered an opinion 
affirming the constitutionality of the Eu- 
munds-Tucker Idaho test oath, intended to 
prevent the Mormons from voting 
The case came up on au application for a 
writ of habeas corpus made by Samuel B. 
Davis, who is in jail in Idaho, having been 
sentenced for unlawfully taking the pre- 
scribed test oath when he was a member of 
the Mormon Church. 
The court denies the application fora 
writ of habeas corpus, holding that polyg- 
amy is a crime, and that the constitutional 
rovision guaranteeing freedom of religion 
is not intended to prevent the punishment 
of any person who, in the name of religion, 
commits a crime in the eyes of the law. 
Tne Court, in its opinion, says: “Bigamy 
and polygamy are crimes by the laws of the 
United States and of Idaho, They tend to 
destroy the purity of the marriage relation, 
to disturb the peace of families, degrade 
women and debase men.

ENED UP NORTH. 


The Blockade on the Oregon Line 
in Worse Shape Than Ever 
— Heavy Rains Again 
Falling.

REDDING, Feb. 3.—|By the Associated 
Press.| It has been raining constautly 
since Saturday night, with a south wind, 
which still continues, and the weather is 
warm. The rain extends beyond Sisson. 
Snow in the mountains is melting fast. 
The Sacramento River is rising at the 
rate of 10 inches an hour. It is within two 
feet of high-water mark and the storm con- 
tinues. The river is full of logs and drift- 
wood. A quantity of débris lodged 
against the pier of the free bridge causing 
100 feet of the structure to go down with a 
crash. There are no indications of the 
storm ceasing.

Another clause of the Con- 
r each house to keep a jour- 
ts and provides that 
onefifth of the pree- 
ent desire it, the yeas and ways shall 
be taken on any question and entered in 
journal. Since the beginning of the Gov- 
ernment under the Coustitution. more thau 
one hundred ago, the House of Representa- 
tives and Senate have uniformly construed 
the first clause of the Constitution quoted 
above to mean that a majority of all members 
elected must be present and actually partici- 
pate in the transaction of business, and that

A Woman Dies Through the Igno- 
rance of a Midwife, 

Coroner Meredith held an inquest at 
Garrett & Sampson’s, on Main street, 
last evening, on the body of a French 
woman named Leonie -Aluset, who 
died at her home, at No. 122 Aliso 
street, yesterday morning, under pecu- 
liarly distressing circumstances. The 
woman’s husband is an ignorant 
laborer, and is in very poor circum- 
stances, hardly being able to supply | 
his family with the necessaries of life. 

Yesterday a week ago Mrs. Aluset 
was taken in labor, 
midwite named Louise Perret was 
called in, The poor woman was in 
great pain, but nothing was done to 
relieve her. She continued in this 
state until Friday afternoon, when Dr. 
Beaudinnat was called in. He saw at 
once that the case was a desperate 
one,and that unless relief was af- 
forded the woman would die, as she 
was greatly exhausted. He called in 
Health Officer MacGowan, and an ex- 
amination was made which showed 
that the case was what is technically 
known as a “shoulder presentation.“ 
«Dr. John Haynes was then called in to 
assist in the operation, and the woman

Our Electric-light Wires. 

PASADENA, Feb. 2.—[wTo the Editor 
of Tue T1mes.}| The present genera- 
tion is the first actually to harness and 
play with lightning. The last genera- 
tiou toyed to some purpose with com- 
paratively feeble electric currents on 
telegraph lines. The more modern 
experience has not been wholly satis- 
factory. We read that the sagging of 
am arc-light wire in Newburg, N.Y., 
recently, brought it in contact with an 
iron awning post, to which a horse was 
hitched. Contact with the post first 
prostrated the horse, and contact with 
the horse killed one man and nearly 
killed a second. The wire was duly 
insulated, but the coating, soaked with 
rain, became a conductor. 


generally adopting the arc-light for 
street illumination, with insufficient 
care in the erection of the wires, which 
carry instant death to the man or ani- 
mal who happens to touch them. The 
wires are supported on posts or poles, 
which, as arule, are not high enough, 
and which are sometimes made of iron, 
a perfect conductor of the current, in- 
stead of wood, which, when dry, is a 
nonconductor, On these posts are ingu- 
lators, which interpose a very few 
inches of nonconducting surface be- 
tween the metal wire and the metal 
post; and even this insulation is di- 
minished at least qne-half in case of 
rain or fog. The posts become thus 
sources of danger as well as the wires. 
In Pasadena very low iron posts 
have lately been erected, which 
the wires so much nearer the eart 
than the common wooden tele raph 
poles, that they must materially in- 
crease the danger of accidental con- 
tact. It is hardly possible that we 
shall escape fatal casualties in South- 
ern California towns, unless strict con- 
ditions are imposed on the electric 
light companies. Where the wires 
pass in the of buildings, 
tbe danger of fire is added to the 
danger.of life, in case of contact, from 
accident or from imperfect construe- 
tion.
